ATLANTA — Breaking a 29-year 
silence, Rufus Brown, the first doctor 
to treat the Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr. minutes after he was shot in Mem¬ 
phis in 1968, said Monday that he’s 
always wondered how the fatal bullet 
could have made so many odd turns.
